applause, but tbo delegates are froo to aet as 
they see fit, Massachusetts declared for Ben 
Butler. Connecticut. chocffod Tildeii loudly, 
but gave no other sign of preference. 
Tho 


delegation is believed to bo solid for Clove- 
land. Little Rhode Is'.and's delegates are not 
Instructed, but reported all for Cleveland. 
There are reports that a part of Massachu- 
setts is ready to desert Butler. With Butler 
utof tho way New England's first choice 


Beonis to bo Governor Cleveland. 


Now York's choice is much disputed. A 


minority o£ tho party oppose Governor Clove- 
land, and, led by Tammany hall, are seeking 
to convince the rest of tho country that ho 
would bo a weak candidate for New York. 
It is claimed by tho opposition that a major- 
ity of tho Jfcw York delegates oro against 
llio governor, but this claim is stoutly denied. 


Pennsylvania declared

Now Jersey adopted no resolutions indicat-
